PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6 # — 
The United States put another 
picket in its radar fence today, 
adding a tenth ship to the fleet 
which watches the seaward ap- 
proaches with electronic eyes. 

The radar picket ship Outpost 
—a former lowly cargo vessel 
now packed with gadgets to ‘‘see”’ 
tombers hundréds of miles away 
in daylight, night or clouds—was 
commissioned at the navy yard 
here. 

‘With other ships, the Outpost 
will rotate on offshore stations in 
the Atlantic Ocean, extending sea- 
ward the radar warning system, 
existing or building in three radar 
lines spanning Canada and the 
Canadiarm-American border. Five 
stations are covered at present off 
each coast. 

In the Atlantic, the coverage 
extends northward from the area

He has said that if business and labor 
fail to deal with the problem adequately, 
then the government must move in “with 
some form of inflation controls.” 

That means we should get ready for 
controls. ‘? 

Neither private business nor private 
labor can control inflation. — 

There is just one way inflation can 
be contained—if the economists and their 
writings have been telling us the truth. 

That one way is to control the supply 
of money. and credit. 

Dr. Seymour Harris, head of the De- 
partment of Economics at Harvard, re- 
cently expressed doubt that the White 
House, the Treasury and the Federal Re- 
serve System possessed any joint finan- 
cial policy. He did not say but he implied 
none had been sought. 

This would seem to be true in view of 
the recent assistance by Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey in preparing the rec- 
ord budget of the administration and his 
immediate public cry that it was much 
too large and might, if continued too 
long, bring on a depression “which 
would curl your hair.” 

The Federal Reserve System is an in- 
dependent agency. It must remain so. It 
is answerable only to Congress, not the 
White House. There is every reason why 
neither the White House nor Congress 
should use it politically. That must never 
happen, lest the American people lose 
faith in their money. 

But there is no reason why the three 
should not work out a joint policy and an- 
nounce it. 

Labor and business cannot control the 
money supply. 

So we can expect the imposition of 
controls. 

We can also expect some gyrations in 
the market. 

That need not concern us. 

What must concern us is that we con- 
trol inflation. If controls are indeed neces- 
sary, then we must have them. They are 
a Jesser evil than a recession. 

But first let the Federal Reserve, the 
White House and the Treasury assure 
us they do, indeed, have a joint policy.

If There’s Wrongdoing, 
It Should Be Exposed 


Rep. Jack Murr, of Americus, has 
called for an investigation of “wrong- 
doing” at Jekyll Island. 

This newspaper, in a series by re- 


porter Jack Nelson some months ago, . 


gave a rather complete picture of some 
things wrong there. This led to renewed 
interest in the island and to saving it for 
the people as opposed to selfish interests. 

An investigation could be helpful. A 
lot of people join Mr. Murr in wanting 
to find out more about what the repre- 
sentative called “the little dynasty Mr. 
(Jimmy) Dykes has on Jekyll.” ) 

If such an investigation is carried out, 
however, it would have to @qome later. 
The Legislature is near adjournment and 
will debate in the next few days meas- 
ures designed to speed up the island’s 
development and end some of the abuses 
there. Public hearings will be held. It is 
important that the immediate issue be 
settled as soon as possible. 

If there has been “wrongdoing,” the 
facts should be brought out and pre- 
sented to a grand jury for action. But 
the members of any legislative committee 
appointed should be objective and not be- 
cause of their ability in a certain field 
made famous by Tom Sawyer as told by 
Mark Twain in the famous fence episode. 

It is important at this session of the 
Assembly that some action be taken 
about Jekyll. But this does not rule out 
an investigation of past “wrongdoing” as 
called for by Rep. Murr.

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Let Labor Clean House 
Of Goons, Racketeers 


The Executive Council of AFL-CIO, 
meeting in Miami, has ordered three big 
labor unions to clean house within 90 
days or get out of the organization. The 
council charged they are “dominated, con- 
trolled and substantially influenced by 
corrupt influences.” 

Furthermore, said the body, the unions 
must rid themselves of officials in wel- 
fare fund abuses. ! 

The big labor organization is to be 
commended for taking such a forthright 
stand in trying to put its house in order. 
At the same time, however, the action 
comes two years after a Senate investiga- 
tion disclosed the facts. 

Right now there is an equally disturb- 
ing note. Dave Beck, Teamsters Union 
president, is sought for questioning by 
Senate labor rackets investigators. He has 
been located in Nassau with air tickets 
for Europe and there is no indication when 
he will return. He thus far has evaded a 
subpoena and other officials of the Team- 
sters have clammed up when questioned. 

Perhaps AFL-CIO should prove its 
good intentions as they concern Dave Beck 
arid his union, too. If he has something to 
hide, why not let the rule apply to him? 

In the meantime, the ranks of organ- 
ized labor and the general public are be- 
coming increasingly fed up with dis- 
closures of racketeering and abuses by 
labor leaders. Unless AFL-CIO can clean 
its own house, public opinion will force 
the government to move in on the job.

Oust Fee-Fed Sheriffs 
Who Run Speed Traps 


A bill introduced yesterday in the 
Georgia Legislature aimed at ousting 
sheriffs who operate speed traps is a 
step in the right direction. 

Sheriffs who enforce traffic laws in a 
rigid but legitimate manner are not af- 
fected by the measure. 

Glynn County Rep. William Killian’s 
bill specifies that speed traps “will be 
deemed to exist when any sheriff syste- 
matically and continuously makes ar- 
rests for violation of traffic laws, when 
in fact there has been no such viola- 
tion.” : 

The latter part is important. It pro- 
tects officers who vigorously enforce the 
laws but do not go into the speed trap 
business. 

The Legislature should go further. It 
should enact a law that would eliminate 
the fee system for county and municipal 
officers. The fee-fed officers are the ones 
who operate speed traps.

But Mr. Manisarn. himself is a lay 
Buddhist.and he spoke feelingly of the priest who was born 2,580 
years ago in India. 


“At the age of 21 he was baptized as a priest of God and 
after six years of travel and education, he found out by himself 
and through his own efforts that ‘all things created in the world 
are subject to change, and decay is inherent in all things; and 
by making an earnest attempt to understand and to live up to 
these facts, a man will have no ee or sorrow,” the 
speaker said. 


‘‘He defined ‘sorrow’ as the feeling produced by change 
which its principal causes are separation from things, pleasant 
and. contact with things unpleasant, and to eliminate sorrow he 
advised the people to follow his doctrine which was called “The 
Eight Paths.’ 


‘‘He also knew his past life, the origins of all creatures, all 
kinds of sorrow, causes of sorrow, the cessation of sorrow and 
how to eliminate sorrow. When these facts were made known 
to the people, he was called ‘Buddha,’ which means ‘one who 
enlightens the world.’ He was to be the heir to the throne, but 
realizing that people were delighted in his doctrine, he gave up 
all his happiness, wealth and the throne and went on teaching 
until his death at the age of 80, after which the Buddhist Era 
began.”
